One-fourth of the Anglo-Indian pop- 
ulation in India is supported by char- 
ity: For the Anglo-Indian thinks that 
\ork is beneath him, and really at 
heart he ‘s a born snob. Tt isn’t 
object of charity, for thera is compar- 
atively little drunkenness among the 
poor in India Nor is it the season 
trades, as it sometimes ic with ‘us, 
for werk there is continuous the year 
round. Neither is it the monotony 
of a dreary. home or daily toll that 
drives him to drink and then to pov- 
erty.. For there is no part of Cal- 
‘cutta where there are people of one 
grade, but the homes of the poor are 
intérspersed with the rich. : 

He ig a pauper purely and simply 
because he is a: aristocrat.. He has 
English .blood in Fis veins, anc he 
wants to live like the English, and 
the English in India are the success- 
ful and the rich.’ They have their 
well appointed homes, thelr servants 
and evéry luxury. The Englishman 
who works with his hands, the men 
jn the factories, the day laborers, the 
frontiersmen, the farmers are not 
found in India. The beggar snob 
does not know ~° their existence. He 
knows only thé coolies and the Hin- 
dus, who work with their bhands,. and 
he will not, be one of them. ~~» 
wishes to pattern his life after the 
Englishman whom he kazows. He 
wants to have a servant. and be wait- 
ed on, and if he cannot he will, not 
work.

Removing Things from tho Eye 
Small substances, like cinders, dust, 
or small clips of ston. or metal, can 
often be removed from the eye by very 
simple means, Sometimes the flow 
of tears washes them out.

After its expulsion from Malta, what 
is: now known as the Grand Priory of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in Englaid was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house 
England, and what remains of the 
acient pricry of St, John, as its chan: 
cery., A royal charter was granted to 
this reconstituted Britieh order in 1888 
by Queen Victoria, and the first grand 
priors were King Edward VII. and the

The work of the British order 
consist in the control of: St. John’s 
* Ambulance: Association and Brigade, 

and of the British Ophthalmic Hospi- 
tal of Jerusalem.

The First Political Cabinet. 

George T. is said to have been res 
tponsible for the word ‘‘cabine®’ as it 
hus long applied to politics in English 
speaking ds. When he was King he 
could not ke part in the deliberations 
of his own privy council because he 
knew no English. British statesmen 
did not speak German. So the min- 
isters who served this first of the Han- 
overian sovereigns of the United King- 
dom used to meet in the King’s private 
room, or cab.net — derived from the 
French cabinet, or little room — while 
he was absent. Afterward they in- 
formed him of the result of “their dis- 
cussions. Jt followed, naturally, thet 
{the part of the privy council which 
was supposed to be in particular favor 
with the King, and especially close to 
him, came to be spoken of as his cabiner 
council,
